No Freedom There 
He said that even though 
we have recognized China, 
our delegation there sends 
out no new information since 
they are allowed no freedom. 
“ Those 
representatives 
from this country can only 
travel 25 miles from the 
American Embassy without 
specific affirmation of the 
Chinese regime, and they 
only see what the Chinese 
want them to see, 
Dr. 
Kubek explained. 
“ In all of China there is 
one Catholic Church, which 
is located in Peking. This is a

for 
the 
diplomats who travel there 
and its priest is not in con­ 
tact with 
Rome. 
In 
the 
Republic of China (Taiwan), 
though, there are many 
churches and many dif­ 
ferent faiths,” he said.

The kit presents various 
situations accompanied by 
illu stratio n s. One lesson

The egg is as im portant a 
symbol to observant Jew s at 
Passover as it is to m em bers 
of the E astern Orthodox and 
other 
Christian 
faiths 
at 
E aster. 
Eggs prepared two ways 
are am ong the cerem onial 
foods at the seder supper on 
the evening of M arch 27 that 
m arks the beginning this 
year of Passover, the Jew s’ 
annual festival of freedom. 
“The seder in my father’s 
p a re n ts ’ 
hom e 
alw ay s 
started 
with 
sliced h ard­ 
boiled eggs in salt w ater,” 
said Ruth P erry in an in­ 
terview. 
M rs. P e rry , of E lk in s 
Park, P a., is president of the 
Women’s League for Con­ 
se rv a tiv e 
Ju d a ism , 
a 
religious organization with 
8 0 0 Sisterhoods (chapters) in 
North A m erica alone. 
T h ere 
a re 
m any 
in ­ 
terpretations of the m eaning 
of the egg, M rs. P erry said. 
To som e it symbolizes the 
life cycle, to others, spring, 
and to still others, the Jew s 
them selves. 
Salt w ater represents the 
tears shed during slavery in 
Egypt in the tim e of the 
Pharaohs. 
A nother egg, th is one 
roasted, is am ong five foods 
on the seder plate 
used 
during the service as the 
m eal progresses. M rs P erry 
said that 
seder, m eaning 
o rd e r, 
re fe rs 
to 
the 
c e r e m o n i a l 
s e q u e n c e 
prescribed 
centuries 
ago, 
but that cerem onial foods 
vary slightly. 
K a rp a s, 
for 
ex a m p le , 
designates a green vegetable 
to be dipped into the salt 
w ater. 
“ Som e 
people 
use 
sc allio n s, o th e rs, p arsle y 
and I even know of one 
family that uses a cold boiled 
potato,” Mrs. P erry said.

E u ro p e an an d A m erican 
tradition, it usually consists 
of horseradish. The fifth food

Its pleasant taste 
represents God’s kindness, 
which m ade the bitterness of 
slavery m ore bearable.

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR READERS - Judging from our mail, mildew 
presents one of the biggest problems confronting 
homemakers. Molds that cause mildew are always in the 
air but thrive on moisture and lack of fresh air and will 
grow on anything that provides enough food The result is a 
musty odor and often damage to our household goods and 
wearing apparel. 
A U S. Government Bulletn on the subject says to pre­ 
vent mildew keep clothes, closets, basements, dresser 
drawers, etc., as clean as possible. Soil on clothes provides 
sufficient food for the growth of mildew. 
Try to find and control the source of any dampness. 
Check drainage, crawl space under the house, cracks in 
basement cement. Even a clothes dryer equipped with a 
vent that is‘not exhausted to the outside can cause excess 
moisture. Dry the air by using an air conditioner or 
dehumidifier. When using either keep doors and windows 
closed. Heat the house for a short time and then open doors 
and windows to allow moisture-laden air to escape. Also 
there are several chemical compounds that can be purchas­ 
ed to absorb moisture. Never hang clothes in a closet when 
they are damp from rain or even perspiration and always 
allow space between clothes for air circulation 
When the outside air is drier than inside let it in to absorb 
the interior moisture. If it is not breezy enough outside for 
good ventilation an electric fan will help. Cooking, launder­ 
ing and bathing add two or more gallons of water to the in­ 
side air in one day if ventilation is not adequate. 
Get rid of any musty odors as soon as possible. Heating 
and drying the air are sometimes all that is needed but if 
the odor persists scrub cement floors, tile walls, bathroom 
floors and so on with a solution of one-half to one cup of li­ 
quid household bleach to a gallon of water. Rinse and dry 
quickly leaving doors and windows open until things are 
completely dry. 
When any sign of mildew is present in clothes dry clean 
non-washables immediately. Wash others with soap and 
water, rinse and dry in the sun. If any stain remains bleach 
with lemon juice and salt or a household chlorine bleath To 
remove mildew stains from leather wipe with a cloth 
wrung out of one cup denatured or rubbing alcohol mixed 
with a cup of water. Dry in the air. When dry cover with a 
good wax dressing. 
Try to find the source of the moisture to stop the cause of 
mildew and further worries. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — When there is crawl space under a house 
mildew can often be stopped at the source — high humidity. 
Cover the ground with polyethylene strips that should be 
available in rolls at a lumber supply or paint supply house. 
The other best relief I found was washing affected areas with 
watered down bleach that keeps the mildew from growing back 
so quickly. Provide for air circulation and keep furniture pieces a 
few inches from the walls. Keep closet doors open part of the 
time and do not allow curtains or bedspreads to hang to the floor 
If these tips do not work buy a dehumidifier — MARGARET. 
DEAR POLLY — I had a similar problem as those readers who 
are bothered with mildew. I read many books on home repair at 
the library. Mildew can be removed from walls and woodwork 
with full strength rubbing alcohol but a humidifier prevents more 
mildew forming. Find the source of the moisture. Paint walls and 
woodwork of outside walls with one coat of aluminum primer 
followed by two coats of regular paint or wallpaper or two coats 
of oil base enamel. These work as moisture barriers. Closets are 
helped when they have louvered doors or an electric light is kept 
burning. (Safely away from clothes or paper). — JACQUELINE.

C ontrary to popular 
opinion in the “ lower 48,' 
dogsleds really don’t mush 
around m uch in these parts 
anym ore and slogging the 
five m iles to town from the 
cam pus can be hazardous to 
one’s health. 


Calling a cab to m ake the 
round trip can be dow nright 
fatal to the pocketbook. 
So, the students decided 
they had to get Conant back 
in business. 


Conant and Student Body 
President Ric D avidge dis­ 
cussed the problem and D a­ 
vidge took it to the governing 
board of a trust fund set up

o r g a n iz a tio n 
dissolved 
its 
c o rp o ra te 
status several years ago. 


The board agreed with 
Davidge that helping Conant 
fell within the established 
purpose of the fund 
“ to 
c re a te an d d ev elo p new 
program s for students.’’ And 
it was agreed that Conant 
would be granted a tw o-year 
loan of $3,500 at six per cent 
interest. 


C onant 
sc ro u n g e d 
up 
an o th e r $ 1 ,0 0 0 an d p u r­ 
chased a used bus from a 
tour com pany in F airbanks. 
Now he is “ back on the road 
again.”
